A  new  category  was  set  up  In 
‘  the  report  for  degrees  award¬ 
ed  in  “Religion-Liberal^  Arts 
Curriculum.”  This  is  to  differ¬ 
entiate  between  students  taking 
a  purely  liberal  arts  course  with 
;  a  major  in  religion  and  those 
taking  studies  looking  toward 
professional  work  in  religious 
education.  Most  of  the  students 
I  in  the  new  category  would  pre- 
j  viously  have  been  classified  as 
!  philosophy  majors,  the  Office 
of  Education  said. 

The  report  showed  that  540 
men  and  237  women  received 
1  bachelor's  degrees  with  majors 
I  in  religion,  while  44  men  and 
12  women  won  master's  de¬ 
grees  and  49  men  and  one  wo¬ 
man  took  doctorates  in  this 
field. 

Yale  Univeiwity,  Columbia 
University  and  the  University 
of  Chicago  accounted  for  most 
of  the  doctorates  in  religion. 
The  degrees  involved  were  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Philosophy  (Ph  D.)  rather 
than  Doctor  of  Theology  (Th.D.). 

The  report  also  established  a  , 
category  entitled  “Rellgion  AU  ' 
Other"  to  cover  degrees  now  be¬ 
ing  awarded  in  such  subjects 
as  Canon  Law,  church  adminis¬ 
tration,  church  history,  and 
church  music  which  hitherto

Thursday  of  this  week,  October  5,  is  Yom  K^pur,  the 
Jewish  day  of  aton«nent.  It  ends  a  ten-day  religTous  holi¬ 
day  for  the  sons  of  Abraham.  It  is  the  tramtional  occasion 
above  ali  others  when  they  plead  for  the  expiation  of 
their  sin?., ,  ,  -f 

There  will  be  no  slaughter  of  animals  for  altar  sacri¬ 
fices  as  in  the  old  days.  Only  a  few  will  go  on  the  meritor¬ 
ious  pilgrimage  to  Judaism's  Holy  City,  'The  Temple  on  Mt. 
Zion  is  no  more.  The  Hebrews  are  scattered  to  the  four 
winds. 

Nearly  half  of  the  world’s  Jews  live  in  the  United 
States.  Nearly  half  of  these  live  in  Greeter  New  York — 
2,450,000  in  Jerusalem-on-the-Hudson,  5,500,000  in  all  the 
USA,  and  12,000,000  survivors  of  the  race  throughout  the 
world. 

The  new  state  of  Isreel,  back  from  the  dead  after 
nearly  nineteen  hundred  years,  will  seen  mark  its  tenth 
anniversary.  Population  there  has  dimbed  to  1,700,000. 
There  arc  2,000,000  Jews  in  Russia.  The  remainder  of  them 
are  a  part  of  a  Diaspora  that  covers  the  earth. 

These  are  the  vagabonds  of  histapr,  the  strangers  with¬ 
in  the  gate,  clansmen  with  some  fierce  and  some  noble 
loyalties.  Scattered  abroad  and  hounded  from  century  to 
century,  they  bear  in  their  mortal  bodies  the  curse  of  Cal¬ 
vary. 

The  ancient  Day  ef  Atonement  was  a  tremendous,  ma¬ 
jestic  event.  There  was  the  electrifying  atmosphere  of 
God's  presence.  Sin  was  “covered  up”  and  its  guilt  ab¬ 
solved. 

Not  so  any  more! 

Yom  Kippur,  for  ali  its  sentimental  and  cultural  value, 
gives  forth  a  hollow  sound.  There  is  not  sn  em|3ty  echo 
of  past  grandeur.  It  is  the  annual  gathering  of  an  immense 
antiquarian  society.  For  the  old  purpose  of  atonement  for 
sin,  it  is  lost  motion  and  wasted  effort. 

Since  the  vicarious  death  of  Jesus  on  Jewish  soil,  Yom 
Kippur  has  become  mute  pageantry  and  empty  ceremony. 
The  only  redemptive  funetion  it  can  perform  today  is  to 
remind  both  Jew  and  Gentile  of  the  true  “Lamb  of  God, 
that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.’’

Baptists  Have  Bisliops 

RUESnON:  Why  do  BapUste, 
wh«  So  Mterally  believe  ia  the 
Holy  Scripture  (such  as  com- 
plete  immersion  during  bap¬ 
tism),  not  have  bishops  when 
the  quslificatiofls  and  institu¬ 
tion  of  them  are  specifically 
given  in  the  Holy.  Bible  (1  Tim. 
3:1-71? 

ANSWER:  Baptists  do  have 
bishops.  From  the  beginning 
of  our  history  we  have  inter¬ 
preted  the  office  of  pastor  as 
bishop.  Actually  in  New  Testa¬ 
ment  days  the  word  bishop  did 
not  apply  to  a  minister  who  had. 
•upervition  over  an  area  or  a 
group  of  churches.  A  bishop 
was  an  officer  in  a  local  con¬ 
gregation. 

Left  get  this  straight.  The 
word  biahop  is  the  translation 
of  a  Greets  word  that  means 
“supervisor”  or  “ruler”  or  “ov¬ 
erseer."  The  word  pistor  sim¬ 
ply  meant  “shepheKl.”  The 
word  elder  (literally  meaning 
“older  one")  was  taken  straight 
out  of  the  synagogue  organiza¬ 
tion  and  was  timply  th«  title  of 
a  psutieular  leader  —  had  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  age  of  the 
peraon. 

New  look  at  the  Epiatls  to 
TItua  and  you  will  see  by  com¬ 
paring  Titua  1:8  and  7  that  the 
le/m  “elder”  and  the  term 
"biahop”  arc  used  interchange- 
aMy.  Such  paataget  aa  Phil-

She  spoke  at  an  executive 
committee  meeting  preceeding 
the  union's  83rd  annual  conven¬ 
tion. 

“Statistics  compiled  by  the 
National  Ihstitute  of  Mental 
Health,”  Mrs.  Tooze  said,  “show 
that  of  the  139,808  alcoholic* 
committed  to  civilian  mental  in¬ 
stitutions  in  1953,  1954  and 

1955,  a  total  of  '24,188  were  dia¬ 
gnosed  'as  having  chronic  brain 
syndrome  (permaneut  brain 
damage  resulting  from  alcohol). 

“.\nother  38,202  or  more  than 
27  per  cent  of  the  alcoholics 
committed  were  diagnosed  in 
medical  terms  as  with  acute 
brain  syndrome  which  the  Am¬ 
erican  Psychiatric  Association 
says  included  hallucinations,  de¬ 
lusions  and  behavior  distur¬ 
bances.” 

The  others  among  the  139.608 
alcoholics,  Mrs.  Tooz^  said, 
were  diagnosed  as  having  “per¬ 
sonality  disorder,  or  alcoholism 
addiction.” 

She  said  the  statistics  were 


ways: 

“They  settle  on  the  basis  of 
competent  medical  authority  the 
long  standing  controversy  ov» 
whether  alcoholic  beverage  can 
damage  the  brain,  by  showing 
that  it  does  and  that  the  dam¬ 
age  is  permanent.  • 

“They  show  that  the  country’s 
short  supply  of  mental  institu¬ 
tions  are  being  increasingly  ov¬ 
ercrowded  by  persons  maimed 
or  disabled  by  drink. 

“They  demonstrate  that  the 
problem  of  alcoholism,  under 
unrestricted  drink  promotion 
and  sales,  far  exceeds  that  of 
opium,  heroin  or  other  narcotic 
drug  addiction  in  001“  country. 

“They  reveal  the  unsotindness 
of  any  idea  or  ideology  that 
‘moderation  in  drinking’  is  the 
solution  of  the  alcohol  prob¬ 
lem,  since  each  of  the  130,608 
persons  committed  obviously 
started  out  with  the  idea  of 
drinking  moderately.”
